REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The interest manifested by the town in her common schools for 
the year past has been creditable. Never before could it be truly 
said that all our school-houses were comfortable. The different dis- 
tricts have raised by special tax, and expended in repairing and re- 
fitting their school-houses $469.50, divided as follows: No. 2, $270.- 
58 No. 6, $15.36, No. 7, $183.56. This and amounts raised, by the 
same and other districts during the last few years, have brought our 
school-houses to their present fair condition. — 

The committee are of opinion that no better use could be made of 
a portion of the school money than in the purchase of a globe and a 
few. outline maps for each district. We supply ourselves and work- 
men with improved implements to facilitate our labor, then why not 
supply our children with the best assistants to gain an education ? 

An error has gradually crept into our schools in the matter of text 
books. We have by far too great a variety of the same grade and 
kind, the evils of this are manifest in various ways, it prevents pupils 
being classified in such manner as to gain the advantage of a little 
friendly rivalry, it obliges the teacher to divide the time needed for 
one recitation, upon several. It causes needless trouble and expense 
to parents in getting books liable to be changed to suit the fancy of 
any teacher. We hope our successors knowing the evil in advance 
may take measures for its abolishments. 
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The town at its last annual meeting voted to raise for support of 


schools, $800 00

DISTRICT No. 1. . 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss L. Mahala Bill, of Gilsum, 
this being her 10th term in this district. 

Good order and punctual attendence were well maintained, which 
made the term pleasant to the teacher, and profitable to the scholars, 
who appeared to highly appreciate the services of their teacher. 

The Winter Term of 11 weeks was taught by Miss Luella M. Saw- 
yer of Keene, with fair success. The attendence of a part of the 
scholars was much broken by sickness, notwithstanding the school 


appeared well at the examination. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Summer Term, Lowell H. Stearns, teacher. This school was sus- 
pended at the end of its first week, for two weeks, as a matter of pre- 
caution, and closed at the end of its fourth week, nearly all the pu- 
pils suffering from a prevailing epidemic. 

Miss Jennie Wood, of Keene, taught the Fall Term to the general 
satisfaction of pupils and patrons. Miss Wood has had considerable 
experience and maintained good order. 

The Winter Term, under the tuition of Mr. John P. Willey appear- 
ed well during its progress and at the close. Instruction was given 
in a practical form and the exercise in mental Arithmetic excellent. 
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DISTRICT. No. 3. 


The Summer and Winter Terms were taught by Miss Ella J. Gil- 
bert, of Keene, with good success. 

This school has made another excellent record. Against 8 scholars 
registered in the Summer Term, no tardy marks are recorded, and 
but 8 days absence to one, who was unable to attend by sickness that 
length of time. 

Against 10 scholars registered in the Winter Term, no tardy marks 
and but 7 1-2 days absence in the whole, set to three different schol- 
ars. With such an interest as this manifested on the part of the 
scholars for punctuality, no one can reasonably doubt the progress 
they will make. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Hattie Streeter, of Surry. The ap- 
pearance of this school at its close indicated more than ordinary 
drill. 

Lowell H. Stearns, taught the Winter term. . Mr. Stearns labored 
faithfully and with a good degree of success. Absence and too great 
a variety of text books worked to the disadvantage of teacher and 
pupil. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 


Summer Term, taught by Miss Orra Isham of Marlow. That Miss 
Isham failed somewhat as an instructor in this her first attempt as 
teacher, may not be surprising. The dicipline was good. 

Mr. Dan. A. Hayward taught the second term. Mr, H, endeavor- 
ed to interest as well as instruct his pupils. His success may best be 
judged from the fact of his being retained as teacher by private funds 
after the regular term. 
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DISTRICT No, 6. 


Miss Ella M. Hayward, taught Summer Term, a pleasant and or- 
derly one, to the general acceptance of parents and pupils. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Josie H. Clark with excel- 
ent results ; thoroughness and order were prominent features. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Summer Term, Miss Vianna D. Mack brought with her long exper- 
ience as teacher a determination to do all in her power for the ad- 
vancement of the school. Scholars taking advantage of these condi- 
tions made good progress and appeared well at examination. 

Mr, John P. Willey taught the Winter Term. As Mr. Willey had 
taught here the winter before, he entered the school well knowing 
its wants. The term was a success. Three weeks were added to the 
regular term by subscription.
